SEATTLE, Wuab., March 22.—Few, if 


any, of the thousands of people who 
gazed upon the dead body of Thomas 
Blanck as it lay upon the slab at tho un- 
dertaking rooms realized tho enormity 
of his crimes. By hia own confession 
he has killed live neoplo within the last 
four years and wounded at least twenty. 
Ho waa a stage robber, highwayman, 
burglar and hank robber, his operations 
extending 
from 
British 
Columbia, 


through Montana ami Washington, even 
to California. Following ia his record 
of crimes: 


An unknown stage driver, shot down 


near Lake Kootenai iu British Columbia 
in 1891 for resisting a holdup. 


Steve Grosso, a bartnnder, killed at 


Meaderville, Mont., in September, 1894. 


A deputy sheriff was killed :ibout tho 


same timo in the game vicinity whilo 
chasing Illnnck.

Tho confession relates even this datiny 


back to 1SU1. lUauck'a homo was in 
Schnoctatly, N.Y. He came west years 
ago and hia first crime was committed 
at Nelson, B.C., when, with a partner, 
ho hold up a stage coach containing two 
Cinnamon. The driver allowed fight 
and was killed, and Blanck and his pal 
got (4300 in golil and silver' The silver 
was too heavy and waa buried and 
Blanck aaid that ao far aa ho know it 
was still in tho ground. They eucaped, 
and Blanck wont back east, only to re- 
turn to the coast in a short time to take 
part in several highway robberies and 
getting caught 
whilo 
committing a 


burglary at Kalama, this state. 
IfHebrokoiail and in February, 1891, 
entered Ilolbrook's bank at Wooloy, 
Waah, butua ho had no toola got noth- 
ing but a revolver. Then he went to 
Kairhaven, committed a burglary, shot 
1'oUcoman Peter Brughn twice and es- 
caped a mob which pursued him. Port 
Townaeml saw him next, whore ho waa 
arrested, taken back to Fairhaven hut 
broke jail and went to California, where 
ho figured in several holdups. lie then 
went to Texas and then oust auaiu, but 
in 1891 ho ciuno wcat and on August 
18th of that yeiir, whilo a partner guard- 
ed tho outside entrance, lilanck entered 
the barroom in the Broadwater hotel at 
Helena, hold tho bartender up, took 
*lf>0 out ot tho caah drawer, and alter 
driving out of the aaloona several per- 
sons who had entered white he was tak- 
ing the money, escaped. He was fol- 
lowed, a light ensued and Blanck finally 
cot away. 
He had lost moat of his clothing in 


tho tight, and while on the road met an 
old man whom he compelled to turn 
ovor hia clothes. Later lie robbed a bar- 
tender at Msirysville, Mont., of about 
*15U. At Mmutorvillo, Mont., he hold 
up a bartender, failing to get any money 
ami killed him. He waa chased, and 
had to kill a deputy sheriff In order to 
get away, and then coming to thia state,

murdered 
Constable 
Jeffreys at 


ruyullup, and later killed bartender 
Bridwell in this city, for which he 
pleaded puilty and received a death aen- 
tenco. He wus awaiting a hearing on 


exileu, and aectired money and a quan- 
tity of small arms. A small sailing 
craft was chartered and the party em- 
barked on the 2d instant, lunding the 
following day at Cahuita, Costa Hica, 
thirty miles south of Port Liuion. Here 
Garcia took quarters with an American 
named lleynolda, and awaited the ex- 
pected arrival of the Colombian exiles 
from the interior. In this, however, be 
was disappointed, as this government 
immediately stopped 
communication 


with 1'ort Cahuita, and dispatched a 
body of soldiers by laud to capture the 
revolutionists. Garcia received warning 
of the approach of the troops, and with 
sixty followers embarked on two small 
bouts for Bocaa Del Toro. Colombia. 
Upon arriving, the party at once at- 
tacked the barracks but was defeated. 
Garcia and eleven followers, including 
Dr. I'ierora Castro, second in command, 
and General Morecia, were killed. The 
remainder of the party was taken pris- 
oners.

WASHINGTON', March 22.—An error by 


some congressional clerks in making up 
tho copy of the sundry civil appropria- 
tion sent to the President has materially 
changed the intention of congress in! 
providing for tho establishment of two 
i 


military posts. It involves aleo the! 
rivalry of tho cities of Seattle and Ta- 
coma, Waah., and probably will result 
in favor of Seattle. When tha bill was 
pending in the house Senator Squire, 
who lives in Seattle, gavo notice of an 
amendment for tho establishment by 
the secretary of war of a post on 1'uget 
Sound. This would mean a post at Se- 
attle, as General Otis, in command of 
tho department of the Columbia, had 
already reported in favor of that point. 
Kepresentative Doolittle, who lives at 
Tacoma, then offered an amendment in 
the bouso for a post at Puget Bound 
with a proviso that itn location should 
bo determined by a board of army ofll- 
cers stationed in tho department whore 
the post was located. This was adopted. 


Tho senator struck out the proviso 


for an examination by an army board. 
Senator lloach of North Dakota offered 
an amendment in tho senate which waa 
adopted, providing for tho abandonment 
of the military post at Fort Yates and 
;ho establishment of apoat at Bismarck, 
N.D. When tho bill was in conference 
in agreement was roachod to restore tho 
Doolittlo amendment with some ligjit 
modifications, which necessitated being 
rewritten. 
It now appears that tho 


provision for a hoard ol army olUcors to 
Qxamino and report upon tho beat site 
applies to tho Biamarck post, whilo tho 
secretary may go ahead and locate _the 
poat on Pugot Sound at his discretion. 
The department cannot act on what may 
havo been tho intention of congress, hut 
must construe tho law and apply it aa it 
reads. It will bo n aorious disappoint- 
ment to a doKen or more ambitious 
places on Puget Sound which wore tret- 
ting ready to present their claims for 
tho post to a board to ho appointed for 
that purpose. Now the claims will bo 
presented to tho secretary, who wil 
probably lie Kovcrned by tho advice ol 
the army ollicera who havo examinee 
the matter, and thn Inat annual report 
of General Otis, which recommended a 
post at Spokane and another at Seattle 
will have great weight. Tho Spokam

The New Railroad Will Touch 


Stockton and San Jose. 


SAN' FHANCIHCO, March 22.—Governo 


Budd, the harbor commissioners, Mayo 
Sutro and John D, Spreckels, represent 
ing tho San Joaquin Valley railroad, wi 
hold a conference at Sacramento tomoi 
row relative to the water front leaso.' 
The directors of the new venture will, 
through Mr. Spreckela, at this meeting 
give tho governor information aa to what 
the road desires in thfl matter of a ter- 
minus, and the harbor commissioners 
will explain what they are willing to do. 


Mr. Spreckels, who left tonight for the 


capitol, ia of the opinion that an under- 
standing will be had at once and that 
the legal formalities will bo executed 
immediately, and before the parties in- 
terested leave Sacramento. 


People on the inside are of the opinion 


that Ban Jose's offer of subscription will 
far exceed that of Stockton, but it does 
not appear to be a question of the high- 
eat bidder, for Mr. Spreckels stated to- 
day that the new line would touch both 
towns. Three routes to San Jose and 
two to Stockton are now under consider- 
ation by the directors, and a decision is 
expected within a few days, after which 
surverya will commence immediately.

It 
covers about fifty pages of typewritten 
manuscript. Tho fact seems to have 
buon pretty clearly eatablished that some 
forma of punishment indicted at the 
penitentiary are unnecessarily harsh. 
The investigation also brought out the 
fact that tho favorite torture at the pen- 
itentiary consisted of placing tho con- 
vict in tho "holo" or dark coll with his 
hands handcuffed and drawn up toward 
the back ot IHH neck, with a ropo lirst 
piiasod aronutl his neck in such a man- 
ner that every effort made by tho mar 
undergoing punishment to lower hii 
hands from the painful elevation drew 
tho ropo ao tightly behind his neck that 
Buffering would onsuu. 


Tho committee then recommended 


that tliia form of punishment bo dis- 
pensed with. This recommendation 
(icons to havo been neglected to sotno 
extent, but a new modo of torture haa 
been brought into prominence. The 


la are handcuffed to u rope. Tho 


other end of the rope is passed over a 
pulley in tho ceiling and tho convict 
hauled up until hu can barely touch tlio 
floor with his toon. 
Ho is lelt in this 


position until ho ia either sufficiently 
punished or faints (lend away. In the 
latter caao ho it) let down, a bucket of 
wutor thrown over him to revive him 
and ho ia then conducted back to his 
coll or a cot in the hospital. Many 
prisoners testified to these facta and tho 
committee reported in favor of a system 
of leasing the penitentiary, which will 
probably bo adopted.

SAN FHANCIHCO, March 22.—Tho labor 


question ia proving a hard nut for tho 
stato nianufncturors' convention to crack. 
The contention, which began laat even- 
ing ovor the question, "We aro ouranlves 
in favor of tho organisation of labor," 
was con tinned when the convention re- 
assembled this morning, Tho entire 
morning session was spent in a heated 
discussion of this resolution and a sub- 
stitute resolution which treated tho la- 
bor question in a friendly way, but did 
not advocate the-cause of organized la- 
bor. Tho original resolution waa offered 
by Delegate Furzoth of tho federated 
trades, who is also a leading spirit in the 
sailors' union. Tho Biibatitnto resolu- 
tion was reported by the committee on 
resolutions. Tho convention proved to 
bo iilmoat hopelessly divided, and final- 
ly, juat before the lunch hour arrived, 
tho original resolution and tho substi- 
tute wero both laid on the table.

. Watsonville Sugar Factory. 
SANTA Qsaz, March 22.—Tho Watson- 


ville sugar factory will close up a long 
season's work tomorrow night. 
The 


total tonnage of beets handled during 
the season ia estimated at 142,000 tons, 
of this amount Salinas valley and Cooper 
ranch contributed 72,000 tone, Pajaro 
v-Uley 50,000 tons and Morocojo ranch 
14,000. The season was protracted by 
the raina and difficulties attending the 
delivery of the beets at the factory, ow- 
ing to the inclemency of tho weather 
and general backwardness of crops. The 
average yield of the entire beet district 
is sixteen tone per acre, although in 
some instances the yield haa been from 
twenty-live to thirty-live tons 
The work of preparing land ___ 
season's crop has already begun. Con- 
tracts for 3500 acres in Pajaro valley 
have been signed. It ia expected that 
8000 acres will be planted to sugar beets i 
this year in Pajaro and Salinas valleys 
and San Benito county. 


The House of Magnates. 


BunA PEHT, March 22.—The house of 


magnates today, during the discussion 
of the ecclesiastical bill, rejected by a 
vote of 123 to 120 the motion made on 
behalf of the Clerical party to expunge 
the clauses which exempt from church 
penaltiea for non-performance of acts 
by tho church if thaso acts are in con- 
travention of civil law.

J LECTURE BY PttOKKSSOH JONES 


IN KUTNKIl HALL. 


ltyroii,Kapolcou and Joffersou Davia 


Classed in the Category of 


Fools. 


There waa a good audience .at Kutner 


hall lust night to bear I'mfeasor Jenkiii 
Lloyd Jonea' lecture on fools, given 
under tho auspices of tuo Parlor Lecture 
club. From a financial point of view 
tho lecture wan a succeas, and the 
audionce departed well satisfied with 
tho entertainment. After a short musi- 
cal program the speaker waa introduced 
by M rs. Miller. 


I'roEesaor Jones ia a largo mau with a 


full board, and poaaeaees a deep, strong 
voiuu, which at onco arrests the atten- 
tion of the audience. Tuo lecture waa 
not meant aa a humorous one. Ihe 
name scarcely gave an indication of what 
tho lecture waa to bu. Tho speaker's 
idea was to show that culture does not 
always lifttne individual above thofolly 
and aberrations born in him. 


"Foola are more wretched than wiae 


men." said the lecturer. "Knowledge 
slowly builda up what ignorance quickly 
pulls down. Knowledge is rained by 
scruples, bub ignorance IB a blind giant. 
Ideas arc fragments of thoughts of God. 
Knowledge IE ordered thinking; igno- 
rance, disordered thinking. There are 
as many epeciea of fools as there are 
leaves upcm the trees, but I shall now 
consider only three general classes, 
namely, the 
intellectual, social and 


moral. 
"How expensive and troublcaome is 


the intellectual fool, with Ins empty 
head? Preachers may pray for him and 
policemen may club him, still he is al- 
ways helplessly and persistently in the 
way. Thia class of fools is most numer- 
ous. Carlyle haa said that the moat of 
the 30.000,000 inhabitants of England 
are fools. It ifl true that today the af- 
fairs of, tblfl world are too much in 
the hands of the .blockhead major- 
ity.

I mean not the public opinion ot intel- 
ligence, but of gentility. To learn the 
coat of a fool, calculate his wasteful ex- 
penditures.

Urundy has no terrors for the intelligent, 
and public opinion is a will o' tho wisp. 
Tho intellectual fool always does tho 
right thing in the hardest possible way, 
and leaves undone many things which

As ft matter of taut, it waa nearly 1 
o'clouk in tbo morning buforo thu argu- 
ment was completed and tho court took 
the matter under advisement, promising 
to render a decision afe 10 o'clock today.

reposing—corpse-like in a l>ox fashioned 
somewhat like a rude coUin. A limb 
had been dismembered from tbo "petri- 
faction," which had also snllwred tho 
IOBJ of its noso.
